at that time. .The worship was some- 
what dUtnrbofl by ,the hogs''which 
had gathered under tl: o church and 
were wratohiog their 'backs on the 
jolit*, and grunting and squealing 
more th»» was proper on such nn oo- 
CMiou. All this was in striking con- 
tract with the splendid church edi- 
floo now occupied by the First Pres- 
oytorian Ohuroh. 


The lato Isaac Braytcn had just 


ivken ohargo of tho oollege school, 
then occupying the old building 


ofwurdn used as a boarding house. 


Tho late President Dtu'nnt; was busy 
with plans for the smallest of tho 
oollege buildings, sinoo occupied by 
him M a dwelling liouao. Tho larger 
of the college edifices now usod as a 
hall and livery stable, was oreotod 
sev oral years afterwards. All the Innd 
notth from the college school bn:ildt 
ing to tho lake was ft common, excep- 
thfti part of it which had beon used 
ai ft cosnetory. Mr. Brayton pointed 
ont this tract as n very desirable ono 
for invontmont. A short time after- 
WHtdi, on his suggestion, the late 
Edward Tompkins bought, in connec- 
tion with the late Judge Shatter, that 
part at tho north end oi the common 
Adjoining tho lake. Mr. Tompkins 
took tho part lying on the west side 
of Alico street, and Judge Shaffer 
that on tho oast side. Clinton or San 
Antonio, was a dreary looking little 
hamlet, and there was blocks, or 
wther acres, which could have been 
bought for $10Q. Walking ont a 
roilo on th(D Telegraph road (it was 
hot no Avemio then) only one or two 
houses wore noted after passing tho 
roBidonoo of Mr. Charles Potter, then 
frequently spoken of as Lees Gar- 
doa. Eov.Mr. Strong at that time 
owned either nine or eleven acres, 
about 
opposite Morrimac street. 


Thin is now know as tho Alden tract. 
T.'to Invgo Eucalyptus trees now 
measuring two feet or more in diam- 
eter, had not at that time been planted 
in front of this tract. There was 
but ore small house on Prospect 
Hill, which is now crowned by the 
Military Academy and somo of the 
most desirable residences in the city.
